S.O. 2376. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section G of the Export 
(Qualitv Control and Inspection) Act. 1963 (22 of i 063 ). and after previous 

publication as required by rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection), 
Rules, 1964, the Central Government hereby— 

(i) notifies that P.V.C, Leather Cloth shall be subject to inspection prior 

to export; 

(ii) specifies the type of inspection in accordance with the Export of P.V.C. 

Leather Cloth (Inspection) Rules. 1966, as the type of inspection 
which would he applied to such P.V.C. Leather Cloth; 

(iii) prohibits the export, in the course of international trade, of P.V.C. 

Leather Cloth, unless the same is accompanied by a certificate of 
inspection issued by the Export Inspection Agency in accordance 
with the Export of P.V.C- Leather Cloth (Inspection) Rules, 1966. 

2. Nothing in this notification shall apply to the export by sea, land or air 
of samples of P.V.C. Leather Cloth to prospective buyers. 

3. In this notification “P.V.C. Leather Cloth" means cloth made of cotton, 
rayon, nylon or synthetic fibres, to which a layer of polyvinyl chloride composi¬ 
tion has been applied either on one or both sides. 

4. This notification shall come into force on the 1st September, 1966.

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S.O. 2377.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection! Act, 1963 (22 of 19631, and in supersession of 
the Export of P.V.C. Leather Cloth (Inspection) Rules, 1965 published with the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce, No. S.O. 
1325, dated the 26th April, 1965, the Central Government hereby makes the 
loliowing rules, namely;— 

1- Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Export 
of P.V.C. Leather Cloth (Inspection) Rules, 1966. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st September, 1966. 

2. Definition.—In these rules unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) “Agency” means any one of the Export Inspection Agencies establish¬ 

ed at Calcutta, Bombay and Madras under section 7 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1903 (22 of 1963); 

(b) “P.V.C. Leather Cloth” means cloth made of cotton, rayon or synthe¬ 

tic fibres, to which a layer of, polyvinyl chloride composition has 
been applied either on one or both sides. 

3. Baste of Inspection.—Inspection of P.V.C. Leather Cloth shall be carried 
out with a view to seeing that the consignment of P.V.C. Leather Cloth intended 
for export conforms to the specifications stipulated in the export contract as 
declared by the exporter. 

4. Procedure of Inspection,—(1) (a) Any exporter intending to export P.V.C. 
Leather Cloth shall submit an application along with the sample of the P.V.C- 
Leather Cloth of the same quality and design as is intended to be exported in 
accordance with the specifications stipulated in the export contract to the Agency 
or an officer of the Agency, authorised in this behalf by the Agency, stationed 
at Bombay, Calcutta or Madras, (b) The application shall also indicate the 
specifications of the sample in respect of— 

(i) the weight of the cloth and coating, 

(ii) the dimensions, width, texture of piece, quality and colour or shade. 

(2) Where the exporter desires that the inspection of the consignment of 
P.V.C. Leather Cloth to be exported may be conducted— 

(a) by the Agency at Calcutta or Bombay, he shall submit the application 

with the sample and other particulars required under sub-rule (1) 
not less than four working days before the consignment is desired 
to be inspected; 

(b) by the Agency at Madras, he shall submit the application with the 

sample under sub-rule (1) not less than seven working days before 
the consignment is desired to he inspected. 

(3) On receipt of the application with the sample under sub-rule (1), the 
officer of the Agency shall inspect the consignment of P.V.C. Leather Cloth In 
accordance with rule 3. 

(4) After satisfying himself that the consignment of P.V.C. Leather Cloth 
conforms to the declaration relating to the consignment, the officer referred to 
in sub-rule (3) shall issue a certificate declaring the consignment as export¬ 
worthy. 

3. Place of Inspection.—Inspection of any consignment of P.V.C. Leather 
Cloth intended for export shall be carried out— 

(1) where such consignment is at Calcutta, Bombay and Madras, at the 

exporter’s premises, and 

(2) where such consignment is at any other place, at the port of shipment, 

6. Inspection Fee.—A fee at the rate of twenty-five paise for each hundred 
rupees of f.o.b. value of each such consignment shall be paid as inspection fee 
under these rules- 

7, Appeal.—(1) Any person aggrieved by the refusal to issue a certificate 
under sub-rule (4) of rule 4, may within ten days of receipt of communication 
of such refusal, prefer an appeal to a panel of experts consisting of not less than 
three persons appointed for the purpose by the Central Government. 

(2) The decision of the panel on such appeal shall he final.
